Claims 1 and 29 have been amended. 



Response to Arguments 



3. Applicant's arguments with respect to rejection of the pending claims 1-8 and 29-30 
under 35 USC 103 have been withdrawn. However, upon further consideration the 
aforementioned claims have been rejected over newly found art. Accordingly, this office 
action is issued as a non-final action. 



4. Claims 1-8 and 29-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Jacobi et al. (US 6,317,722) (Jacobi). 

Per claims 1-8 and 29-30 Jacobi discloses a method and apparatus for identifying users to 
whom to promote selected items including auctions (see col. 2 L 33+, items include auctions) 
based upon known interest of the users who participated in the previous auctions. Jacobi teaches 
a computerized system showing the steps of distinguishing the examined auction (examined 
auctions are represented by items X and Y) if the number of users that have bid the selected 
auction (shown as item P) that also have bid in the examined auction (X or Y) exceeds a 
minimum threshold (see col. 13, description of Fig. 4, minimum threshold is indicated as 
requirement to obtain statistically meaningful results as is well known in the art). Jacobi further 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
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teaches that the items (i.e. auctions) are identified to the users as explicitly disclosed at section 
V. 5 col. 14 "instant recommendations". 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention 
to apply Jacobi method of generating personal recommendation of items to promote auctions 
because such method would promote auctions based upon the interest of the users thereby 
improving the effectiveness of the promoted auction.
